Uncle Sam is Making It Pleasant Fer 
the Canal Employees. 
In addition to drawing a much high- 


er salary than he could obtain In the - 


United States, the Panama employes 
finds bis lines cast in pleasant places, 
The government looks upon him as a 
ward. He is provided with quartera, 
a modern house In the case of married: 
men; his house is furnished, he re 
ceives free medical attendance and 
medicine, free fuel, free water and 
light, and ice Is delivered at bis door 
at cost, nnd free hospital service. He 
ts eligible to membership in any of the 
social clubs, the government furnish 
ing the clubhouse with bowling alley, 
pool and billiard tables, superintend- 
eats and stewards, for which be pays 
$10 4 year, the money being used bf 
the club for the purchase of books, 
magazines ond other’ appurtenances, 


If he belongs to a chyfeh he finds the . 


ployed. He s free books, free 
schools and free school supplies. His 
children are taken to the schools and 
returned to their bomes in convey- 
ances. If they attend the high school 
they are given monthly trip passes 
over the Panama railroad to the high 
schools at Ancon and at Gatun, 

Through the commissary department 
the high cost of living Is eliminated. 
The American employed on the isth- 
mus eats beefsteak of a finer charac- 
ter than fs usually obtained at home 
and at less cost. The commissary de- 
partment, under the management of 
Major Wilson, runs special’ trains 
across the zone, carrying fresh vege~ 
tables, fresh meats, fresh eggs, and at 
a lower price than would have to be 
paid in New York or Chicago.—Amer-

All open wells must be Instant- 
ly covered or they will be polluted. | 
Fowls and turkeys welcome the ad- 

vancing hordes. They simply fatten on 
the locusts as they run around and 
gobble them up, But this is no bless- 
ing to the farmer—far from It, for the | 
Sesh of poultry becomes so tainted by 
this form of diet as to be quite un- | 
eatable, and even their eggs have an | 
unpleasant taste. ' 

So well ts this fact known that as 
oon as the locusts make their appear 
ance in the locality the price of eggs 
drops to one-half or one-third of their 
former figure, and even then there are 
few buyers. All the animals about the 
farmyard sccm to be affected advefse- 
ly, for even the borses have a strong 
aversion to eat grass which has been 
polluted by the presence of locusts, and 
unless tery hungry they will not touch 
ii: » 

The advance of the locusts takes 
place as follows: First a few plonecrs, 
the advance guard of the vast army, 
then the main body of the army, a host 
which is as invincible as It is destruc- 


tive. All true locusts are migatory ot i 


nature, for the simple reason that, be- 

ing gregarious in their babits, it wonld | 
be impossible for them to exist with- | 
out continual migration. | 

The ground on which they settle is 
completely cleared in a few bours, and 
they must perforce seek other Selds 
and pastures new, where they can re- 
peat thelr depredations. For the same 
reason the destruction which they ef- 
fect is purely local. One district may be 
completely devastated, while another a 
few miles away is altogether spared 
from thelr presence. - 

When the locusts have eaten their 
fill the females commence to deposit 
thetr eggs, which they do by making 
an opening in the ground, in which 
the eggs are laid. The tnfant locusts 
goon make their appearance, scarcely 
go large as a pea, hopping about tm 
countless swarms. In this. stage of 
thelr existence they have no wings, 
bat progress by hopping. While in 
this stnte—that 1s, before thelr wings 
are dereloped—they must be ruthlessly 
destroyed. 

Long trenches are dug, into which 
the “hoppers” are driven by rows of 
men, women and boys armed with 
branches of trees, with which they 
beat the ground, driving the insects in 
the direction of the trenches. On the 
opposite skies of the trenches sheets of 
galvanized iron are placed upright so 
as to form an effectual barrier, 

On arriving at the trenches the “hop- 
pers” fall into them and cannot easily 
make thelr way out, especially as 
thelr progress is barred by the wall of 
galvanized fron in front of them, the 
smooth surface of which affords them 
ne foothold, 

The trenches are soon filled with mil- 
lions of young “boppers,” the weight 
of those above crushing to death the 
goer strata of thelr fellows. Earth 
is then sboreled on the top of the 
seething mass of Insects, and they are 


: | thus smothered and killed. 


This ts the most effective method of 
exterminating the locusts, but in order 
to Insyre the success of the operation 
tt is necessary that the attempt should 
be property organized and that all the 
neighbors should act in concert— 
Providence Journal.

The relations between the city and the Grand 
Trunk railway are at present considerably strain- 
a ed. This we cannot but regard as an{unfortuna- 
Bees. * te condition that is bound to have bad results 
SS ynless some way is devised of arriving at fan 

amicable settlement. The Grand Trunk is the 
greatest employer of labor we have in Belleville 
and its local payroll amounts to an incredibly 
large total. Because that is true we are not 
going to advocate that our citizens speak the 
name Grand Trunk with fear and_ttembling, or 
that they should tamely submit to being ridden 
over rough shod by the company. 

If Belleville profits by the presence here of 
the Grand Trunk, on the other hand it is only 
fair to state that the railway profits to nearly as 
great an extent by the business‘contributed by the 
city. The profit sharing is mutual. 

Belleville paid a bonus of $25000. to the 
Grand Trunk oncertain conditions. Those cond- 
itions are now abrogated by the removal of part 
of the railway’s plant and equipment to an «dja- 
cent location in the Townshipof Thurlow. Tie 

— city is in this way deprived of a considerable part 
of its revenue, hecause the taxes that would other- 
wise come to Belleville will now go to Thurlow. 

Belleville council as a means of obtaining 
: redress tried to bring about annexation of the dis- 
oy trict tothe city. But owing to the strenuous op- 

: position of the county, the township, and also 
the company, the annexation movement suffered 
a decisive defeat. Changes of this kind are us- 
ually carried out with the consent of both parties 
so in this instance Belleville was acting without 
the sanction of general usage and for that reason 
its application could meet with no other fate than 
to be rejected. 

The question now is, what going to be done 
in regard to that $25000 which the railway now 
undoubtedly owes the city. Judging by letters 
received by the city. clerk the railway company 
BY will not pay over the full amount unless compel-

boats could tie up without the necessity of turn- 
ing into the harbor. . 

Another thing the Grand Trunk might be 
Sg induced to dois to take up its track along Pinn- 
‘ acle Street and reach the waterfront via Dufferin 
¥ Ave. which was indeed the route of the original 
ee survey. : 

With our expanding trade we need more 
wy than one business street. Pinnacle street is 
ae just what is needed, but difigured as it is by the 

railway line, for business purposes it is at pre- 

sent an impossibility. 

A third proposition that’ might interest the 
Grand Tronk is the erection of a new passenger dep- 
ot. The present station was no doubt a good one in 
ita day, but is scarczly fittcd architeciually or other-: 
wise to fill the present. requirements in Belleville, 
let alone serving the interesis of the important center 
it is certain to become in the next ten years, 

Still another advantage that might be conferred 
hy the Grand Trunk is connection with Eldorado, 

, Tbis would not come as a favor but merely as the 
earrying out of what the Grand Trunk made a sole. 
mn engagement todo. Now would be a good time 
to press the carrying out of this agreement, and. we 
need not emphasise the importance of sceuring con- 
% aection with the Central Ontario system which will 

soon extend as far-north as Whisney.

RETIRED FARMERS 


Belleville has been advertised all over Ontario 
as a city composed of retired farmers and . super- 
annuated ministers. The idea was to give the 
impression that our. town was a goody-good sort 
of place where aged inactivity found congenial 
surroundings; but where any thing like enterprise 
or progress was as dead as .Caesar Augustus. 
tau. We leave the superannuated ministers to 
speak for themselves. They are used to talking. 
But the much maligned retired farmer has not 
the gift of ready speech. - His life on the farm 
has caused him to be taciturn. He will endure a 
lot of abuse before he will swear. back at you or 
knock you down. In the course of the present 
article we are going to examine his merits and 
demerits critically, and, as far as we are capable, 
impartially. 

You are not to imagine for one fleeting second 
that we don’t know the subject of which we are 
to speak. We are rather proud of. the fact that 
we were reared upon a farm. Before we retired 
from active service we learned how to do nearly 
everything about the farm except how to make 
money at it. :

We are prepared to admit, right on the start, 
that with a large section of those who live in 
towns the retired farmer is not popular. He is 
“no good for business” isa remark we most fre- 
quently hear. By this expression is meant that 
he lacks enterprise and is unduly careful about 

\ spending his money. That he has the T-Eaton- 
Friday-Bargain-day habit and has it bad. 
oO te) fe) 


We learned during our agricultural experien- 
ce that life on an Ontario farm is not much. like 
a continuous journey in a palace car. The man 
who has achieved success at the business has 
gone a long journéy, and over ways that are steep 
and arduous. Itis no fableto say that he has 
spent the whole of numberless days ‘* workin’ 
and a large proportion of many nights ‘‘doin’ 
chores.”” ‘ 

When he gets a dollar, therefore he has a 
pretty correct idea of how that dollar was made. 
That dollar came a good deal harder than it does 
to the merchant who makes three dollars in sell- 
ing an overcoat, or the physician avho gets ten 
dollars for a half-hour surgery case, or the spec- 
ulator who makes a thousand by a sudden jump 
in the stock market.

We prize most highly that which it has cost 
us most effort to obtain. And similarly we are 
loath to part with that which we have come to 
prize. If the retired farmer and his money are 
not easily parted, perhaps it is for the reason 
that he knows better than almost anybody else 
what toil and attention are required to produce 
the dollars he so carefully hoards, rather than to 
any innate stinginess or littleness of soul.

It requires about two or tiree generations of 
continuous toilers to produce a farmer who has the 
wherewithal to retire. Theman who begins life 
on a farm without a start, ora dowry from his 
parents, is almost never able to accumulate 
sufficient for a retiring allowance, even though 
he labors onto old age. A few have done so, but 
they have shown exceptional talent as money 
getters, or have made moncy in some line outside 
their main occupation.

_ When a retired farmer moves into town there 
are some things that he does, and some other 
things that he does not do. 

‘ He either buys or builds a house that is 
substantial and creditablein apparance. He pays 
his taxes, though he may grumble about the size 
of the tax-bill. He supports the minister. He 
sometimes subscribes for the daily paper, but 
oftener forthe weekly, and when he does so he 
pays in advance. He contracts no debts. He 
pays one hundred’ cents on the dollar. If he 
thinks he can buy goods cheaper in Toronto he 
will send to Tororto for them, He seldom, takes 
any active interest in municipal politics, but if he 
does he is opposed to bonuses or to any form of 
municipal extravagance.

BREAKS A RECORD. . 
French Aviator Steals J. A. D, Me 
Curdy’s Laurels. 

Nice, France, March 6.—Lieutenant 
Bague accomplished a sensational and 
daring feat yesterday by flying over 
the Mediterranean from Antibes to 
the little Island of Gorgona, off the 
Italian c_ast. He covered 4 distance 
of more than 200 kilometres (124.5 
miles), establishing a new record for 
oversea flight. This he did without 
the assistance of tugs, torpedo beats 
or any other craft to guide him or add 
to his confidence by their presence. 

Licut, Bague started at 7.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning, in a B.ercit mono- 
plane with the intention of lamding on 
Corsica and proceeding thence by 
way of Sardinia and Sicily to Tunis, 
to visit the colonel of the fourth Al- 
gerian rifles, from which regiment he 
resigned to devote his time to svia- 
tion. 

In the presence of a few spectators 
the aviator left the ground, rising at 
once to a considerable height. He 
shaped his course southward and soon 
vanished. Aided by a strong wind hi« 
Progresa was rapid, and a despatch 
was finally received here that he had 
arrived at Gorgona. This tsland Les 
between Corsica and Leghorn.

It fs a relic 
of antiquity, and no plausible excuse

legislation, which deprives it of any 
technical Jegal significance. In others,

The member from 
Bramion made that argument, and I 
have heard it from the other side of 
the House, I take positive issue with 
that statement, I say more: that 
statement does no bear criticism; it 
has only to be analyzed for its false- 
ness to be shown.

This is the reason we 
have acted with this prudence,

contributes about 23 per cent.. It is

Prospector’s Rights. 


Then again, Sir, the Government's 
extreme desire to make money out of 
the north is shown in its dealing with 
prospectors. When it was proposed to 
tax the prospector before he could go 
out and search for a mine, and the

An 
etapire per se does not trade with 
anotber empire per se. The indi- 
viduals of one empire or nation trade 
with individuals o1 another empire or 
nation—so with partnerships. so with 
ec.apanies, corporations; and = the 
sum total of trade between these in- 
dividuals, partnerships . companies 
and corporations constitute: what we 
call the total trade between thes two 
empires or nations. That individua! 
men, partnerships. companies and 
corporations will sell in the-dearest 
market and buy in the cheapest goes 
without saying. They ¢o this abx- 
lutely regardless of the flag; there- 
fore to say that “the flaz rules 
trade” is simply to give utterance to 
an economic heresy, that no sane 
business man believes. Takg, Sir, a6 
a striking illustration of the disproof 
of this economic heresy, the trade

Everybody knows that for the ten 
years prior to the year 1909, the last 
year for which we have returns, that 
these empires looked 
askance at cach other. The low, rum. 
ling crowlof the British Lion might 
beard as he glanced acrosa_ the 
Channel and saw the German Eagle 
lume her wings and sharpen her 
; but, Sir, during those very 
years there was a steady increase of 
trade between the two empires, cul- 
minating in 1909, the year of the war 
seare, in the largest figures ever ob- 
tained between these two empires. 
In 1909 German exports to Britain 
amounted to £58,000,000, while Britiah 
exports to Germany amounted to £33. 
000,000. In the same year German 
exports to the British colonies 
amounted £12,900,000, while exports 
of the colonies to Germany amounted 
to £44,000,000, the grand total bemg 
£146,000,000 or $705,000,000, the larg- 
est figure ever reached in the history 
of the two empires. This, Sir, is but 
ome of many striking illustrations 
that might be given, showing how 
little the flags have to do with trade. 
These large figures are arrived at, not 
on account of the friendlinesa of the 
flares, but as a result of the poeple of 
both empires following what may be 
termed the natural instinct of every 
man, that is, the desire to sell in the 
dearcet and buy in the cheapest mar- 
kets, utterly regardless of the fact as 
to whether the flags were friendly or 
otherwise.

We are at a loss to understand the council’s 
attitude in regard to the collection of taxes. At 
Monday night’s meeting they gave orders that 
the taxes for 1909 must be paid not later than 
May Ist. That is verywell as far as it goes, but 
what about the taxes for 1910? These are now 
more than two months overdue and we are in- 
formed by the collector that $21,000 of the taxes 
for 1910 remain unpaid. Are we to infer from 
the council’s action or rather inaction that no 
effort is to be made to collect these this year, be-

paid taxes are drawing'no interest. But the city 
has already negotiated a big loan at5 per cent. 
On $21000 the interest fora year at that rate is 
$1050. Is thecity council going to pay out that 
amount to the bank in interest charges and refuse 
to go out and collect the taxes now due, because 
the men who have not paid happen to be wealthy 
and influential ?. We asked the same question 
once before and we may do so again unless the 
council grapples with this question earnestly and 
sincerely, as they pledged themselves to do when 
they took the oath of office. If, as Ald. McGie 
Stated on Monday night, poor people are com- 
pelled to pay their taxes, while our wealthy citizens 
are allowed to goon year after year and use the 
city’s money without paying any interest, there 
has been a shameful display of partiality that 
cannot on any plea be justified. We all know 
that there are exceptional cases, where real dis- 
tress prevails, or where a business man is tem- 
porarily in a cramped position that a municipal- 
ity should be lenient in forcing tax collection. 
But when wealthy men systematically take ad- 
vantage of the city’s leniency to retain the city’s 
money, without payment of interest, for supply- 
ing capital for their own business, it looks not so 
much like leniency as misuse of funds. Ald. 
McGie and the council as a whole are to be 
S commended, for having made a start in the right 
Be direction, but through some misunderstanding

HALF-WAY MEASURES WILL NOT DO. 


Is not that resolution of the council that taxes 
for 709 must be paid by Maylst almost equivalent 
to a notice that those who still owe for 1910 can pay 
when they choose? We do not see what other 
construction could be placed upon it. The taxes 
for 1910 became due Aug 1, 1910 upon the pre- 
sentation of the tax bills, but those who do not 
pay at that time have tu put up five per cent 
additional if taxes are not paid before the end of 
the year. Many prefer to pay this five per 
cent and then get the use of the capital for two 
or three years afterwards without paying a cent 
additional for the privilege. The law dosen't 
permit the levying of interest on overdue taxes 

beyond the five per cent that may be imposed in 
the year for which the taxes are levied. The 
statute presumes that all taxes should be collected 
by the endof the year. But Belleville city council 
in its weakness or good-nature has allowed tax- 
payers to pay just whenever they became good 
and ready. How much has been lostto the city 
- treasury that way in the last twenty years would 
be an interesting problem to figure out, but it is 
certain that it would goa considerable way if we 
had it now towards paying our civic debt. The 
people of Belleville outside of an interested few 
don’t want any half-way measures for tax collect- 
ion such as was put through at last council meet- 
ing. This question should be faced squarely, as 
ifthe counci] meant business. To leave that 
$21000. outstanding for another year or twoisa 
gross injustice to those who have already paid 
their taxes, and who will be further called upon 
to put up more than athousand dollars additional 
in order that wealthy men may use the city’s 
money in their own business without paying any 
interest for the priv‘lege. Thecouncil knows the 
law. The abuse that exists under the law has 
been abundantly pointed out to them. The 
remedy isin the council’s hands. Those who 
have paid their taxes will look to- them to see 
that the remedy is applied.

London, March 11.—The latest news 
received here concerning the situation 
in Mexico and the concentration of 
American troops and warships appears 
to be regarded with great scriousness. 
An indication of the nervousness of 
the commercial community over the 
situation is the fact that many insur- 
ance policies are being issued by an 
underwriting corporation against revo- 
lution or hostilities in Mexico. 

The underwriters gave notice yes- 
terday that after March 26 a clause 
in their policies would become opera- 
tive warranting the holders against 
the capture, seizure or detention, and 
the consequences thereof arising from 
riots or warlike operations, of all ves- 
sels trading in Mexico, together with 
their cargoes.

The largest oatural bridge in Aner 
fea, If not Indced In! the whole world, 
fs located in southwestern Utab, not 
far from the state boundary line, ané 
is known as the George Natural bridge. 
Its total length between the huge vata- 
ral abutments Is nhout 200 feet, the 
width of the readway Is some 35 feet, 
while the span in the clear Is 00 fcet. 
From ‘the bed up to the span [Is 100 
feet. At the bottom flows a small 


Just what produced this 
york of nature bas for some time 
puzzled the Icading scientists of the 
country. It could. scarcely have been 
created by the wear of water unless 
there was a very Inrge and swift cur- 
rent flowing where the lUttle brook is 
now. ‘The gencra! explanation given 
for the creation of this natural bridge 
fs that volcanic action, occurring at 
some distant period of the worki's his- 
tory, was the active agency. 

The existence of the bridge is of 
comparative recent knowledge to the 
public, though the Indians In that re 
gion have long known that there was 
such a work of nature. The red men

who have made a careful examination 
of this bridge pronounce it perfectly 
safe and secure and fully capablo of 
supporting an immense weight. The 
span Is free from flaws or seanis.— 
Wide World Maguzine. 


STRAIGHT WALLS OF ICE. 


Mighty Mount McKinley Cannot Be 
Climbed From the South. * 

Describing their expedition to Mount 
McKiniey last summer, Professor 
Parker and Belmore Browne say in the 
Metropolitan that, although It was prob 
ably the best equipped expedition from 
& mountaineering standpoint that hat 
ever been organized In America, the 
net result of its explorations-is a mar 
of a hitherto unknown stretch of 
mountain wilderness and the know! 
edge that Mount McKinley is unclimb 
able from the south. * 

“We attacked the mountain from nt 
fewer than five different points and le 
each case were stopped by Insurmount: 
able difficulties. We were on the Ice 
Ofty days. Mountaineering techulcall 
tics had nothing to do with our failure 
to reach the summit. At cach attempt 
we encountered straight walls of Ict 
and snow that could not be bridged ot 
avoided, 

“The problem of climbing the monn: 
tain from Its southern side fs an un 
usual one—a combined water, arctic 
and Alpine proposition. To reach the 
southern base of the mountain the ex- 
plorer must navigate for 150 miles a 
stretch of swift glacial water. 

“The second part of the trip Ie 
thfough alternate stretches of forest 
and swamp land which lay at the base 
of the Alaskan range, The last stage 
is over forty miles of glacier that 
stretchea from the lowlands to the bas¢ 
of Mount BicKioley Itvelf,"” ance

MAKING UMBRELLAS. 


The Work of Assembling the Frames 
and Putting on Cevers. 

In most umbrelia factories the task 
of turning out.ribs and stems is left to 
other factories making a specialty of 
those parts, These are sent to the 
manufacturer, and the man whose 
work it fs to assemble the parts In- 
serts a bit of wire Into the small holes 
at the end of the ribs, draws them to- 
gether about tho main rod and adjusts 
the ferrule. 

In cutting the cloth or silk seventy- 
five thicknesses or thereabouts are ar 
ranged upon a table at which skilled 
operators work, In one department 
there are girls who operate hemming 
machines. A thousand yards of hem- 
med goods is a day's work for one of 
these girls. The machines doing this 
job attain a speed of some 3,000 rev- 
olutions a minute. After the hemming 
has been done the cloth or silk Is cut 
into triangular pleces with a knife, as 
before, but with a pattorn lald upon 
the vloth. The next operation ts the 
sewing of tho trisngular pleces to 
getber_ by! machluery. 

The covers and frames Bre now 
ready_to be brought tugether. In all 
(here are twenty-ane places where the 
cover Is to be attached to the frame. 
The handle is next glued on, and the 
umbrella is ready for pressing and in- 
spection. 

By far the greater number of um- 
brellas today are equipred with wood 
en handles, A large variety of mate- 
rials may, howerer, be used. Gold and 
giiver quite naturally enter into the 
construction of the more expensive 
grades of umbrellas,

WOMAN’S JOURNEY IN WILDS OF 
DARK CONTINENT. 





Mrs. Watherston Tells of Her Task 
With Her Husband From Coom- 
assie, Where the Rails End, Into 
the Uncivilized Lands—A Handful 
ef Englishmen Govern Huge Na- 
tive Population. . 


Mrs. Watherston contributes to the 
January Nineteenth Century a vivac- 
tous account of how she and her hus- 
band sent to their “outpost of our 

in West Africa: 

miles from the surf-washed 
coast is a long ridge, rising out of a 
huge expanse of gently undulating 
country; on that ridge, is a European 
station, a little corner of our Empire, 
where a handful of Englishmen live 
and work, and govern an unthinkable 
wumber of natives. 

“To reach it you must go by rail- 
way from Sekondi; and very early 
one morning in December, 1908, we 
started on the twelve hours’ journey 
fo Coomassie. Down at the iron-roof- 
ed station all was bustle and con- 
fusion; nearest the engine, the cars 
were foll of natives, their bright- 
colored cloths wrapped closely round 
them, against the chilly air of the 
morning — such a medicy of women 
and babies, men and boys and girls, 
some strolling idly about, some drag- 
ging weirdly-assorted bundles from 
car to car. 

“Nearer the end of the train smart- 
ly dressed ‘colored Jadies and gentle- 
men’ carried on somewhat stilted con- 
versations in very indifferent English, 
as they stood about the platform or 
leaned out of the windows.

Commander and the Way it Was’ 
Carried Out—The Rifle Shot That ; 
Put an End to the Traitor.

One of the many tragedies of the 
}Greely arctic expedition was the exe 
| ution of Private Heory, who had been 
caught time after time stealing food 
j from the scant store of the starving 
; party. Henry alone was stfong and 
jactive, thanks to the stolen food and 
| to the fact that he did no Inbor he 
could possibly shirk. 

| Lieutenant Greely bad warned and 
warned Henry nud had punished bim, 
but to no avail, nnd nally, after n par- 
| ticularly despicable act of theft, the 
| commander, In fear- that Henry's 
, course would'cause a general rald on

; the destruction of the whole party, 
condemned Henry to death, 

| The story of the execution, which

“Sergeants Brainard, Long and Fred- 
,erick could not, as ordered, ‘decide the 
,manner of death by two ball and one 
(blank cartridge.’ Greely had failed 
to take Into consideration that at this 
jUme the party had left only one serv- 
Iceable rifle. 
| “The three sergeants drew lots to 
; See who ‘would do the shooting. When 
they had done so they bound them. 
selves with an oath that the identity 
of the man thus chosen never should 
be revealed. 

“Henry was at the tent on Cemetery 
ridge with all the other men when 
the time for putting him to death 
came. What was to take place, of 
course, was known only to the three 
sergeants and the commander, Two 
of the sergeants remained In the vi- 
¢einity of the old hut, while the third 
went to the tent to bring Henry down. 

“The man who went for Ii¥nry told 
him that he was wanted az the old 
camp to help carry up some’ more of 
; the supplies that bad been left there. 
| Suspecting nothing, Henry readily ac- 
companied the sergeant to the place 
| chosen for putting him to death, 
| “Now, Greely bad repeatedly cau- 
oned the three sergeants to take no 
; chances on Henry's getting away, for, 
jalthough none at Cape Sabine knew 
the man’s past history, enough of the 
man’s black soul had been revealed to 
make his comrades feel that no crime 
‘could be put past him.

old Camping Ground of Kansas in- 


Logan grove, forsyears the camping 
nd of tribes of Kansas Indians and 
a place of historical Interest, will soon 
be a cornficild. This grove is ninety- 
nine acres in extent and is a mile and 
Ja half south of Junction City. 

The grove is on the bank of the 
Smoky Hill river und was a favorite 
camping ground for Indinns from the 
north and south parts of the state, 
They’ would come for powwows and 
would often leave their families {a 
camp there while they. went out on 
buffalo hunts. Many Indian relics are 
still to be found there. 

In 1855 a soldier from Captain Hen- 
derson’s company, then stationed at 
Fort Riley, went out to the site of the 
grove and ‘built a small cabin. The 
next year Captain Henderson bonght 
the ground and cabin, later homestead- 
ing the entire grove. For many years 
he Lad a sawmill! there, and many of 
the houses in Junction City are con- 
structed of lumber from Logan grove. 

‘Thé cabin, which Is stil! standing, 
was the first schoolhouse In Geary 
county. The place was then named 
Logan grove by Captain Henderson, 
who was a great admirer of General 
Logan, who was then stationed at Fort 
Riley. Mrs. Logan presented to Cap 
tain Henderson a large fag, which still

It was presided over by an cx-Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario, 
and was addressed by a number of prominent citiz¢ns of Toronto, 

A resolution was passed expressing the sentiments of those present. 
As the meeting had been arranged for the purpose of passing the resolu- 
tion it must be’ presumed that It bad been carefully prepared, and that it 
expressed in the most forceful terms possible the matured opinion of 
men who organised the meeting. The resolution therefore has the merit of 
putting ‘in convenient form the best reasons that can be given against the 
agreement, and so enables a reply to be made.

Are we living in Canada orin Russia that one 
man shall forbid another to open his mouth on a 
question of public policy 2? We shame to confess 
it, but there is in Canada a large minority of citi- 
zens whose meanness is of greater displacement 
than a modern Dreadnought battleship. While 
they themselves go upon the the house-tops to 
shout their ready-to-wear opinions to the world, 
yet they would completely gag the mouth ofa 
minister. If a preacher is foolhardy enough to 
express himself upon any of the issues of the day 
the said citizens begin to threaten and to storm.

Suré- 
‘ly 1am wrong—that is not their part in the 
present day. The ministers duty now is to 
ive no offence to saint or sitiner; to tread 
elicately lest he offend delicate sensibilities; 
ty make much of the people, and by Indirect 
flattery make them think well of themselves 
that they may think well ‘of him; to be, a 
dignified and respected wind-bag, from which 
shall proceed at regulation intervals sounds 
that ~shall_be accepted as thunder without 
lightning, thunder warranted to hurt nobody. 
The minister’s work now is to crush his man- 
hood: out of him; to have no opinions which 
differ from those entertained by one he meets 
and to have no opinions at all on matters of 
real life, to strike at the vices of the absent, 
of other classes, other times; to echo the 
cuckoo note of a barren orthodoxy, to strain 
at the gnats of heresy, and to be supicious 

of scientific criticism and free thought.”

We submit that the minster has exactly the 
same right to express himselfas any other citizen. 
If the question be one affecting the moral well- 
being of those among whom he labors, we con- 
ceive it to be his duty to use his influence both in 
the pulpit and outside to make-his sense of the 
right prevail. A discussion of the comparative 
merits of reciprocal free trade or exclusive pro- 
tectionism would scarcely be in place in a sermon 
any more than woulda discourse on domestic 
science or the value of a permanent pavement on 
Front St. But there are questions continually com- 
ing up affecting the mental and moral wellbeing 
of the community upon which our ministers 
are well qualified to speak.

His sermons and 
sayings contained little of dogma,’creed, or ritual 
and little of the socalled “‘religion’’ but were 
filled with everyday thoughts and commonplace 
illustrations. With fine courage he cast out the 
money changers from the temple and exposed 
the hypocrisy of those in high places. Were he 
én Canada today he would probably have some- 
thing to say about the approved method of winning 
elections, the way some of us keep the Sabbath 
day holy, the exploitation of the poor by million- 
aire combinesters, and a few other things that 

are now pretty generally ignored by his weak- 
kneed ambassadors,

atdifferent stages in this country’s history. ‘They 
have mistaken their own Voice for the Voice of 
God.

Preparations For the Great Event -In 
England Next June. 

It is no small matter to engineer the 
cvropution of a king of England. A 
host of small details bave to be looked 
after, nnd of some of these the St. 
James’ Budget says: “In connection 
with the preparations for the corona 
tlon a special pile carpet for the nave 
of Westminster abbey Is belong made 
by a Glasgow firm. The foundation 
color will be royal blue, and the orna 
sentation will include emblems of the 
Order of tbe Garter and otber beraldic 
devices. The pattern is on such a 
large scale that the design {s repeated 
or matched only once in every six and 
half yards. 

“At the previous coronation special 
Chippendale chairs with rush seats 
were used, and small chairs and oar- 
row stovls of unpolished beech with 
cane seats were supplied in bundreds. 
Next June polished chairs with seats 
upholstered in silk will be used, After 
the coronation of King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra’ many of the peer- 
exses who had been present were 
anxious to secure the chairs they sat 
on as mementos, and the office af 
works agreed to sell them at practi- 
cally the'cost price. 

“The beech chairs’ and: stools, all 
branded with tbe crown, the date and 
the word ‘Coronation,’ also were eager- 
ly sought after and were supplied on 
similar terms, and it Is. extremely 
probable that this will again be the 
case and that the provision of the 
seating accommodation will entail little 
cost to the organtzers.”

Then came a report that an Amert- 
can lady traveling in the Holy Land 
had been robbed and murdered. The 
report was confirmed, and the lady's 
name was given as Marcla Egerton. 
She fad gone off on an excursion to @ 
lonely place with a single guide where 
there was something curious to sea 
and he had returned to report that 
they had been set upon by thugs, the 
lady murdered and ber money, inclod- 
ing traveler's checks, taken. He said 
that be had buried the body at the 
place of the murder. 

Baxter cabled and wrote to United 
States consuls nexrest the scene of the 
tragedy asking for information. Noth- 
ing was adduced except the statement 
of Miss Egerton’s guide, which was 
taken down in writing and sworn to 
After waiting six months for the girt 


from ‘her, the will was admitted to 
probate. 

The evidence of the testator’s death 
being deficient, the case dragged. Cer 
tain relatives who bad boped to bene- 
fit by the will opposed a settlement of 
the estate under the plea that there 
was not sufficient evidence that Miss 
Egerton was dead. It was six months 
after the reported death that the chan- 
cery court agreed to pay over to bene 
ficiaries the three parts into which the 
estate was divided by the will.

BRITAIN'S INTOLERABLE BURDEN. 


The money to be expended on naval constr- 
uction during the current fiscal year will amount 
to five dollars a head for every man, womanand 
child in the United Kingdom—which means that 
the working men heads of many families will 
have to contribute several weeks’ wages to this 
national expenditure alone. Nearly two hundred 
and twenty-two million dollars are thus to be 
spent—what a crusher? There seems to no way 
to avoid this brobdingnagian burden in the pres- 
ent stage of international politics, and the present 
temper of the British people, but it is certain that 
the burden cannot be much further increased or 
the people’s back will break.- The contrast of 
present-day naval expenditures with those of the 
past is extraordinary. Thus the stupendous war 
with France which began in 1800 only cost Great 
Britain about $62,000,000 in naval expenditures— 

but this was considered an enormous amount 
then. In the years of peace which followed the 
annual expenditures were about half that, until 
the war with Russia, 1855-56, which cost the coun- 
try about $40,000,000. The building of iron- 
plated ships was begun for the first time in 1860- 
61, and armored ships followed.. Ih 1875-76, batt- 
leships were protected with 18 inch armor, and 
carried 81 ton guns. - Then came the ‘Northbrook 
programme’ of 1885-89, which greatly added to 
the annual outlay. But even the Earl of North- 
brook, then First Lord of the Admiralty, never 
contemplated in: his mostjingo moments such

Bank of Montreal which are just at 
present afloat in Toronto, The Tele- 
gram of yesterday says; One of, the 
clumiest counterfeits that reached a 
financial institution was placed in 
the hands of the officisls of the Bank 
of Montreal on Wednesday, when A 
five-dollar bill of the issue of 1894 
was cut through. 

This bill was passed by some roguc 
on a local dealer who took the bill to 
the bank-in payment for $1.58 worth 
of goods and gave the purchaser $358 
of real money in change. 

The bill was detected when it rea- 
ched the bank, with the merebant’s 
deposit, and was sent at once to the 
Bank of Montreal, who placed the 
matter at once in the hands of pri- 
vate detectives. 

The counterfeit is blurred, and ts 
badly printed in ink that is many 
shades darker than the “real mon- 
ey." The paper is glazed, and ts much 
thicker tham the regular bank note, 
and is evidently the work of somc 
novice in the business, who photo- 
graphed the bill on to stone, and 
printed it with poor ink on @ bad

URGES RECIPROCITY 


Hon. Mr. Flelding Gets a Great 
Reception at Montreal. 





Minister of Finance Faces a Divided 
Audience at Great Mass Meeting, 
and by Sheer Force of Argument 
He Converts Them to His Pro- 
posals — Many Question Are 
Propounded and Answered. 


Montreal, March 27.—Not since the 
present discussion of the tariff agree 
ment commenced has there been such 
an able presentation of the facts of 
the case as were given by Hon. Mr. 
Fielding, Hon. Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
Ralph Smith, M.P., on Saturday 
night at Windsor Hall. The place 
was packed to suffocation, while 
thousands outside were unable to se- 
cure an entrance. 

The meeting was a striking tribute 
to Mr. Fielding and his associates, 


as well as to the cause they represent 


> He faced an audience largely hos- 
tile, but by the sheer force/of his 
aceon iy | logic and irrefutable ar- 
guments he changed them into a 
cheering, converted crowd. Although 
questioned by scores of his hearers 
he was “always ready to give a rea- 
son for the faith in him” and in the 
end won out. 

Mr. Fielding was given a warm re- 
ception. He opencd by replying to 
Mr. Thomas C. Casgrain’s attack on 
him at Mr. Sifton’s meeting. Mr. Cas- 
grain, he said, made statements which 
were without a shadow of foundation 
when he declared that Mr. Fielding, 
Finance Minister, was an advocate of 
annexation to the United States. 

“If he had known the Province of 
Nova Scotia better he would have 
known that no man under the suspi- 
cion of disloyalty could ever have 
been permitted to occupy a position 
of prominence in that province. Nova 
Scotia is loyal and always was loyal. 
Even under strong provocation she 
never forgot that constitutional agita- 
tion is the proper course for people 
who have a comptaint. She was loyal 
when many in Canada were disloyal. 
(Cries of “No.’’) She was loyal when 
zeus patriots were burning down the 

arliamentary buildings — she was 
loyal when the Tories in Montreal 
were signing the only annexation 
manifesto that was ever signed. Nova 
Scotia was loyal when the Tories of 
Montreal were pelting the King with 
rotten eggs.

Gady Meux Made Him Fairly Splutter 
With Anger. > 
Whistler painted three portraits of i 
Lady Meux, one of which, the “Sable 
Picture of Lady Meur,” is missing. 
That one was the third for which 
Lady Meux sat to the eccentric artist. 
The other two are described in the 
Pennell’s life of the artist as among 
bis most distinguished portraits. Lady 
Meux “was handsome, of a more luru- 
risnt type than the women who usual- 
ty sat to him,” and he “found for ber 
harmonies appropriate to her beauty. 
The first was an ‘Arrangement In 
White and Black, which few people 
bare seen. There is a sumptuousness 
in the black of the shadowy back- 
ground and the velvet gown, in the 
white of the fur of the long cloak, 
that Whistler never surpassed. Whis- 
ther was pleased with it and spoke of 
it asbis ‘beautiful Black Lady.’ Lady 
Meux was s0 well satisfied that she at 
once sat for a second portrait This 
time the ‘harmony’ was in ‘Flesh Col- 
or and Pink, afterward changed to 


The missing portrait was smaller. 
So far as the artist's biographers 
could find out, it was never Snished.

In all there 
were seven exits—the single fire es- 
cape, two freight elevators in front, 
and two B erste! elevators in front, 
and two tways. AJ] of them proved 
almost uscless, and practically all who 
escaped either climbed to the roof and 
scrambled thence to the roof of the 
adjoining building or fled in the first 
rush for safety before the crush and 
the smoke got too thick. 

The building stands to-day with 
shell intact and barely scarred, rather 
only moire the partitions of archi- 
tectural tiling between floor and floor 
are sound, and it is impossible for 
one who did not see it to imagine how 
the flames in so short space could 
have wrought such havoc. Seven, hun- 
dred hands; 500 of them women, were 
employed by the shirt waist company. 
They sat in rows at their whirrin 
machines, the tables of most pil 
with flimsy cloth, the floors littered 
with lint, the air itself full of fiyi 
inflammable dust. The first rush a 
flame was almost an explosion. Oper- 
ators died in their chairs, their lungs 
seared by inhaling fiame.

Still 
others were pushed off the inadequate 
fire escape. 

In such a horrible stream did the 
bodies overflow from the windows that 
the fire nets, stretched by the first 
companies to arrive, were soon forg- 
ond capacity.

Japan Checkmated? 

London, March 27.—The real reason 
why President Tait sent the American 
troops to the Mexican frontier is the 
subject of much conjecture and open 
comment among the diplomatic and 
financial interests here. 

It is openly asserted that the ex- 
pedition to the Rio Grande was plan- 
ned by President Taft to influence 
the Mexican Government against the 
oonsummation of the treaty with Ja- 

an, which would have given the is- 
fond empire unusual advantages in 
Mexiean territory. 

Tt is asserted that had the treaty 
been signed it would have replaced 8 
similar secret agreement and given to 
the Mikado a coaling station on the 
Pacific, with full right of fortifica- 
tion. 

In diplomatic circles it is under- 
stood that the negotiations between 
Mexico and hoe were made known 
to President Taft and that he took 
drastic means of notifying Mexico of 
his protest. 

It is understood that the action of 
the President resulted in breaking off 
the negotiations between: Mexico and 
Japan.

murderer. Thus from an egg was 
batched the great charter. Whether 
the story be true or false, it is a cer 
tified historical fact that the barons 
held the tower In pledge till John con- 
sented to accept the charter and af- 
fixed his reluctant signature to the 
deed. 

About a year Iater, when the war 
with the barons was at Sts height and 
John once more a power, the tower 
again fell into his hands, and, though 
the barons Jald siege to it, they were 
repulsed by the king’s men. To com- 
plete its strange vicissitudes during 
this strenuous relgn the tower became 
on Nov. 1, 1215, the temporary court 
of King Louis of France, whom the 
rebellious barons bad summoned to 
assist in the adjustment of their griev- 
ances, Appearing before the gates 
with a large body of men, he s0 com 
pletely awed the officials that they 
handed over the keys without striking 
n blow for their rightfa! monarch. 


FREAKS OF A RIVER. 


A Stream 80 Crooked That It Double 
Crosses itself. 

There is a stream in Massachusetts 
called the North river. It starts in a 
pond near Hanson and runs to the sea 
at Scituate. it is ten miles by alr line 
from Hanson to Scituate, and the river 
is forty miles long. 

This river is probably the most re- 
markable body of water, barring the 
Dead sea, on this footstool and has 
stood more abuse and bad language 
than the Chicago river. When the tide 
is coming in the river runs upstream, 
and not only that, but the upper part 
of it, which is fresh water, also runs 
up, and the spectacle of a fresh water 
river beating it uphill is alone enough 
to call attention to itself. But there ts 
much more to It than that. 

The North river is noted for belng 
the scene of the last Indian rald on the 
coast settlements. It Is notable for 
having given birth to the ship Colum- 
bia, whose captain discovered and 
named the Columbia river, and was 
the first American vessel to circum- 
navigate the world. It is notorious for 
having suddenly changed Its mind on 
{ts course on the night of Nov. 27, 1893, 
when it moved its mouth three miles to 
the northward, presented the town of 
Marshfield with a deep harbor, killed 
three men and converted about 200,000 
acres of prime meadow land Into a salt 
marsh. 

But the chief thing about this river 
is its"¢rookedness, This river is so 
crooked that it double crosses itself 
If you don't belleve it go and see. 
There is one piace in Hanover where 
by_ making three loops the river moves 
towird the sea for a distance of al 
most fifty feet and meanders about 
for fifteen miles in doing it—Boston 
Traveler.

Ghe Double 
Tragedy 


Of President Lincoln and the Man 
Who Had Saved His. Life

There are many stories in the Ife of 
Abrabam Lincoln. Probably no man 
ever lived who was connected with 
More romances. But ln them all there 
fs something sad. It was a period of 
war in which these events of whicb he 
was the central figure occurred, and 
only a very few of the romances ex- 
tracted from war bave bappy termina- 
tions, © No one can look upon) the por 
tralt of Abrabam Lincoln wi-aout see- 
ing there the solemnity of those four 
years when the boys of ‘61 to 'OS were 
being mowed down ilke wheat, when 
every family,in the north and in the 
south were mourners, 

There is one event In the life of 
President Lincoln which, if. certain 
efforts that were made bad been un- 
successful, would have left nonexist- 
ent bis leadership in the great struggie 
and he would bare gone down in 
history simply as the man whose elec- 
tion brought ft on. True, it would 
have been adorned with the crown of 
martyrdom, but at the beginning in- 
stead of the end of his career. 

This is the story of his escape from 
that earlier attempt to assasinate him 
which was a faliure: 

It was in the spring of 1861, when 
secession sympathizers were plotting 
against the lines of communication 
leading from the national capital, that 
a man, middie aged. musculsr aod 
with 2 determined though tranquil 
face, appeared in Perrymansville, 
Md. He was a Pinkerton detective 
and had been sent there to discover 
plots to damage railroad property. 

When Mr. Lincoln went to Washing- 
tom fer his first inauguration, having 
pessed through New York, he went 
southward on the Pennsylvania and 
Baltimore and Obio railroads. Allan 


machinist of the latter road that a 
number of secessionists bad bound 
themselves by an oath to assassinate 


Mr. Lincoln while journeying to the. 


capital. There was but little time to 
act, for the president elect was about 
to leave his home. When the assassi- 
nation plan was conceived it was not 

wn by the conspirators. by what 

te Mr. Lincoln would go to the cap- 
ttal, They were therefore obliged to 
arrange for an attack upon him at sev- 
eral different points. The Perrymors 
ville branch of the organization pre 
tended to be a cavalry company. Web- 
ster, who, though of a quiet extertor, 
knew how to sham very deep feeling 
against the Yankee government, at 
once enrolled bruself in this cavalry 
company. , 

But getting into the company was 
far from getting its plans, and unfor- 
tunately there was very Uttle time to 
discover*them. Webster relled on his 
pretended hatred of the government to 
secure his Initiation into the inner cir- 
cle.
